CORON! R'S INQUIRY, 


“At the Maglistracy this morning, Mr. H. 
Wodehouse, Coroner, opened an Inquiry {nto the 
chonmgtancea altending the death of Corporal, 
Rawlinson of the Rifle Brigade who was 
drowned In the harbour on the 3rst March, ag 
yeported In these columns at the time, - 

The following evidence was.led ;-—
